election committee "pulled 
the telephone out or the 
wall." 

"I hope you print that." 
she said. "To have this .jerk 
. . . this character come in 
and pull the telephone out 
of the wall.'’ 

In the cal! Thursday. Mrs, 
Mitchell had threatened to 
leave her husband unless he 
gave up politics. She said 


that she was in her bed in 
her bedroom at her. villa at 
Newport Beach. Calif., when 
the incident occurred. 

"I: you coaid see me. you 
wouldn't believe it." she 
said. -Tm black and blue. 
I'm a political prisoner.”

FBI protection when Mit- 
chell gave up his cabinet 
post Mrs. Mitchell flew to 
California last weekend for 
some political appearances 
and ns guest a! honor at a 
dinner. 

Mrs. Mitchell said her hus- 
band suggested site remain 
in California, adding: "They 
left me fit California with 
absolutely no infiirntaikm. 
They don't, want me to- talk.”
